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25. (Currently amended) A telephone set comprising: 
a holder; 

a mobile telephone handset (handy) including a microphone and an 
earpiece; 

a telephone receiver including 

a shell shaped to be manually graspabl e , grasp and an adapter for 
the mobile telephone handset (handy), the telephone receiver being 
configured to be storable in the holder and to be removable from the 
holder for manual use white moving around freely, 

th e t e l e phon e r e c ei v e r a l so i nclud i ng a recessed area that receives 
and electrically couples the mobile telephone handset (handy) to a 
connector plug, and 

a microphone and an earpiece, and a r e c e ss fo r r e c ei v i ng and 
ele ctronica ll y coup li ng tho removab le mobi le t ele phono handset (handy) 
that automatically switch-over from the mobile telephone handset 
microphone and earpiece once the mobile telephone is electrically 
coupled to the connector plug; and 

a signal transmitter for establishing a remote signal transmission link to 
the telephone receiver independent of an antenna on the mobile telephone 
handset, whether the telephone receiver is stored in the holder or moved around 
freely during a phone call , wherein the telephone receiver contains an interface in 
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the connector plug for connecting the mobile telephone handset (handy) to the 
signal transmitter . 

27. {Currently Amended) A telephone set comprising: 
a holder; 

a mobile telephone handset (handy) including a microphone and an 
earpiece; and 

a telephone receiver including: 

a manually graspable shell, 

an adapter for the mobile telephone handset (handy), 

a rec e ss recessed shaped area, to receive and electrically couple 
to a connector plug the mobile telephone handset therein^ including a 
bottom wall and a surround side wall corresponding to respective contours 
and dimensions of the mobile telephone handset, 

a microphone and an earpiece that automatically switch-over from 
the mobile telephone handset microphone and earpiece once the mobile 
telephone is electrically coupled to the connector plug. 

the telephone receiver being configured to be storable in the holder 
and to be removable from the holder for use while not being stored in the 
holder, th e t ele phone r e c ei v e r also i nc l ud i ng a m i crophon e and an 
earp ie c e , and a r e c e ss for r e c ei v i ng and ele ctronica ll y o l octr i ca l ly coup li ng 
tho removab le mob ile t ele phon e hands e t (handy) to the te l ephon e 
r e c ei v e r, ; and 
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a signal transmitter for establishing a remote signal transmission link to 
the telephone receiver independent of an antenna on the mobile telephone 
handset, whether the telephone receiver is stored in the holder or moved around 
freely during a phone cal L wherein the telephone receiver contains an interface in 
the connector plug for connecting the mobile telephone handset (handy) to the 
signal transmitter . 

30. (New) The telephone set as claimed in claim 25, wherein the 
earpiece and the microphone of the telephone receiver are located on a side of 
the mobile telephone receiver opposite the side of the recessed area for 
receiving the mobile telephone handset, wherein the recessed area for the 
mobile telephone handset is inserted therein, and a keypad on the mobile 
telephone handset remains accessible. 
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
